
not opened to the public because members of the council 
wanted to discuss the contract in private. Approval of the 
contract followed councilmen’s discussions. 

Under the contract, the city will also have available the 
complete services of the road patrol including detectives, 
narcotics and crime lab specialists. 

The contract approved by the icity council was revised over 
the original proposal that had an initial year’s cost set at 
$348,000 and a 24-hour police unit at $175,000 per year. 

The Wayne County Board of Commissioners referred this 
contract to its Law Enforcement and Public Safety Com¬ 
mittee for study and recommendation. The committee made 
several changes. 

The original contract allowed each party to give only six 
months notice of cancellations. The revised contract has a 
minimum three year contract: two years of service and then 
one year notice before cancellation. 


In addition, due to “rising costs,’’ the initial first’s year 
cost was up to $378,000 from $348,000. The cost covers two 
police units for the city. 

The cost of the contract will be negotiable each year. 

It has a clause that the amount be increased to not more 
than 25 percent over the three year period. 

In 1968 the voters of Romulus approved a 1.5 mills for the 
operation of the police department. It was a five year millage 
levy. 

’fhe fund has been set aside this year pending the final 
decision on the proposed contract. 

The Romulus Police Officers Association has initated a suit 
in Wayne County Circuit Court seeking to stop the proposed 
contract pending a full hearing on the association’s con¬ 
tentions that the City Charter requires a “city police 
department.” 

The City as yet has not taken any action on the suit. 


Romulus, with 36 square miles, 23,000 persons and the 
Detroit Metropolitan Airport, was incorporated as a city in 
May, 1970. 

The present 10 -man Romulus Police Department is to be 
disbanded under terms of the contract. Present police per¬ 
sonnel is to be absorbed by the sheriff’s office with all rights 
and seniority retained. 

Romulus Police Chief Jacob J. Koch, 25-year veteran of ^e 
Detroit Police Department and head of the Romulus police 
force the last six years, is not included in the merger of the 
departments. 

It was reported Monday that in some areas of the city, 
objections have been made to the council’s action in ap¬ 
proving the contract in executive session.

A law enforcement contract providing 24 hour police 
protection and service to the City of Romulus by the Road 
Patrol Division of the Wayne County Sheriff’s Department 
has been approved by the Romulus City Council.

The contract, to cost the City of Romulus $378,000 annually, 
has also been approved by the Ways and Means Committee of 
the Wayne County Board of Commissioners.

Under the contract, the sheriff’s department will provide 
16 officers to patrol Romulus at all times.

Yates’ election recount 
leaves Canejo in seat 


The complaints against the 
Irailer park, located on Van 
Born Rd., between Middlebelt 
and Inkster Rds. have been 
lodged with city officials by 
residents of the park and 
representatives of the 
Michigan Mobile Homes 
Association. 


Councilmen James C. 
Stewart told the group that he 
had received a report on the 
trailer park and had made a 
visit to the park.

The vote was 628 for Yates 
and 634 for Canejo.

Voters in all of the school 
district’s 11 precincts 
overwhelmingly defeated the 
bond proposals. 

Canejo, who is completing a 
four-year term on the school 
board this year, sought re- 
election to the one-year 
unexpired portion of the term 
of William M. Oakley, who 
resigned to remain on the 
Romulus (}ity Council. 

Yates’ petition for the 
recount contained 308 
signatures. He needed only 
228. 


The official returns for 
Yates as certified by the 
school district’s Board of 
Canvassers remained 
unchanged. 

Yales, who sought the one- 
year post on the school board, 
was defeated by a narrow 
margin of six votes by 
incumbent Gervazio Canejo, 
41, of 16321 Dodge, Romulus. 


The vole total received by 
Hulen Yales, 32, of 15555 
Colbert St. Romulus, in the 
June 14 school election in the 
Romulus (immunity School 
District remains the same, a 
recount of the votes showed.

When is a schedule flexible?

legal limit when another car, travelling — it 
seems — about one mile an hour faster, 
gradually caught up on the right. The result 
was two drivers travelling virtually in 
tandem for about a mile just below the legal 
limit and causing a few cars to back up behind 
them. 

Gradually the right lane car got just far 
enough ahead for a couple of drivers toweave 
their way dangerously through with quick 
moves to the passing lane. 

We noticed, after the first car zipped 
through, the driver blocking the left lane 
glance at the speedometer in sort of smug 
way as if to cuss out the “reckless driver” 
who had so much nerve as to want to drive in 
the left lane. 

The second driver trying to get through 
even attempted to motion the “left lane 
driver” mto the righthand lane, all to no avail 
since “lefty” remained in that lane aU the 
way from Canton Center Road to the location 
where Michigan Avenue divides in the City of 
Wayne. 

To make matters worse, “lefty” probably 
drove that entire 4^/^ - mile stretch thinking he 
(or she) was one of the safest drivers around 
these parts because he (or she) was travelling 
at a consistent just below the legal limit 
speed. 

We’d like to stress the point that defensive 
driving involves, in addition to watching out 
for the other guy’s mistakes, making sure you 
don’t cause any unnecessary potentially 
dangerous situations yourself. 


Once again it is time for school boards, ad¬ 
ministrators and staff personnel to take inventory. 
Another school year has come and gone; but the 
proverbial question remains: what have we ac¬ 
complished during this past school year? 

During the summer months, many hours are 
spent on evaluation and planning. Evaluation in¬ 
dicates to educators, some changes are in order 
which will effect curriculum needs. Planning 
proves to all involved, extra time must be exerted to 
realize some measure of progress. 

Computer scheduling is only one phase of plan¬ 
ning but an important function of today’s com¬ 
puterized society. Most schools have realized, 
without some assistance from the “Machine” en¬ 
dless hours of toil would be imminent. 

I can recall, not too many years ago, scheduling 
was done by the old fashioned method, but it 
worked. The student was the most important part of 
the curriculum. We scheduled for each student; not 
for courses. 

Today school districts, because they lack 
finances, must resort to expediency. From the 
principals, school personnel, counselors and ad¬ 


ministrators come suggestions for curriculum 
changes. 

In most school systems the responsibility rests 
with the counselors in developing course changes. 
They interview students, parents and staff mem¬ 
bers to get their opinions. 

Surveys and questionnaires are distributed 
among students, their responses are recorded and 
discussion follows. Does this mean a change is 
automatic in the curriculum for the next year? No 
not necessarily. 

School districts must be cognizant of many 
problems before curriculum changes can be 
realized. The few problems that come to my mind 
immediately but not necessarily in order are: 
finances, resource personnel, available space and 
time schedule. 

As I view most school districts in the immediate 
vicinity, it will require their leadership and 
ingenuity to promote curriculum changes with 
whatever is presently available. Flexibility is £( key 
word in education. We know, in the education arena,

Highly sensitive to any news 
about interest rates, inflation 
and jobs, consumers are 
keeping a rubber band on their 
money roll, refusing to over 
extend themselves. They have 
been spiritless buyers. And 
there’s the dilemma. 

In order to get the economy 
moving, it is generally agreed.

WCCC hill goes to governor

A number of bills, after 
clearing both the house and 
senate, are being signed into 
law by the governor. 

One of the most recent 
grants a $400,000 
supplemental appropriation 
for the financially-troubled 
WAyne County (immunity 
College. This appropriation is 
for operation expenses. 

Another estimated $200,000 


is believed necessary just to 
carry the school through the 
present fiscal year. It is also 
estimated that about $2.5 
million in supplemental funds 
will be needed for the college’s 
past due obligations and 
debts. 

Also newly-signed is a bill 
which permits public 
corporations to continue 
paying up to 8 per cent interest 
rales on bonds and other 


indebtedness. Municipalities, 
including the state, has been 
having trouble selling bonds 
because of a state limit on the 
amount of interest that could 
be charged on the bond issues. 

A bill passed in 1969 
increases the maximum 
interest to 8 per cent, but only 
until July 1, 1971. This latest 
public act will allow the public 
corporations to continue 


paying 8 per cent on bonds 
sold after July i. 

Another new public act 
brings Michigan’s 
occupational safety standards 
into compliance with new 
federal occupational safety 
and health legislation. One 
provision of the act requires 
the Michigan Department of 
Labor to have legislative 
approval for new rules. 


Here is what some of the 
new laws will do: 

—Lower the age at which a 
person can contribute blood 
withgut parental consent 
from 21 to 18 years. Those 
under 21 would still need 
parental consent to sell blood. 

—Extend the terms of office 
of village presidents, clerks, 
treasurers and assessors from 
one to two years. 


concerned with the immediate 
state of the economy but also 
are disturbed by a feeling that 
basic, long range changes 
may be taking place. 

Such deep probing and 
questioning is not the type of 
thinking that brings a 
commitment to the future. It 
is instead the prelude to more- 
indecision and 
procrastination. 

The Bank of America is not 
among the pessimists. It 
foresees a recovery in both 
business and consumer 
confidence, “the catalyst 
needed for sustained and 
rapid growth in the economy.” 

In a “progress report,” the 
B of A comments that the 
recovery of confidence 
already is taking shape.

In fact, it adds, “unless and 
until inflation can be reduced 
si^ificantly, interest rates 
will return to levels that could 
restrict economic recovery.” 

—“For • the remainder of 
1971 ... the unemployment 
rale will probably hover near 
6 per cent and prices will grow 
about 5 per cent.” 

Can confidence be restored 
in such an atmosphere? It 
would appear that some 
ingenious thinking and acting, 
not so far demonstrated by the 
nation’s leadership, would be 
required-and very soon.

Challenging students to participate in new 
programs require inspirational leadership all the 
way from the board members through the ad¬ 
ministration, followed by the staff and students 
working together to make the change a reality. 

What needs to be said here, is that each school 
system, as they take inventory, will realize adding 
to the curriculum or eliminating courses will not 
accomplish the intended goals of meeting the needs 
of students unless flexibility is part of the planning. 

Certain amount of freedom must be granted to the 
educators to initiate course content, but within 
reason. That is to day, some students will be 
satisfied with the material in the text, whereas the 
more intuitive student needs the challenge of 
supplementary material to satisfy their cam- 
pabilities. 

As plans are viewed and reviewed in the 
curriculum content during the summer months, 
students need to assess their needs and make their 
concerns known to those assigned to the task of 
selecting courses that will make school relevant to 
them and thfeir collegagues.

The council also re-evaluated it and held a Public Hearing 
at which the obj^tions of the citizens, land developers and 
outside business interest were taken under advisement, liie 
end result was the approval by the council and the Ordinance 
was made officially into law on May 6,1971. 

When the final draft of this Ordinance was presented to the 
planning commission, the Citizens Advisory Committee 
considered their work completed. 

Now, about 6 weeks later an article in the Romulus Roman 
announcing that a second Referendum is being sought, at the 
tax payers expense. 

Why? — This second Referendum is not the action of the 
entire Citizens Advisory Committee. Are there a few 
members of this disbanded committee using this means for 
some personal gain of their own?

OUTDOOR ASSEMBLY REGULATIONS ORDINANCE 

An ordinance to license, regulate and control, in 
interest of the public health, safety and welfare, outdoor 
gatherings of persons in excess of one thousand in num¬ 
ber, to provide penalties for violations thereof and to 
repeal all ordinances or parts of ordinances inconsistent 
therewith. 

IT IS HEREBY ORDAINED: ^ r .u 

Section 1. Preamble. The Township Board of the 
Township nf Sumpter finds and declares that the interest 
of the public health, safety and welfare of the citizens of 
the Township of Sumpter require the regulation, licensing 
and control of assemblages of large numbers of people m 
excess of those normally drawing upon the health, 
sanitation, fire, police, transportation, utility and other 
public services regularly provided in this Township of 
Sumpter. 

Section 2. Definitions. 

a. “Outdoor Assembly”, hereinafter referred to as 
“assembly” means any event, attended by more than one 
thousand attendants, all or any part of which includes a 
theatrical exhibition, public show, display, entertainment, 
amusement or other exhibition, including, but not limited 
to musical festivals, rock festivals, peace festivals or 
similar gatherings, but does not mean: 

1. an event which is conducted or sponsored by a 
governmental unit or agency on publicly owned land 
or property; or 

2. an event which is conducted or sponsored by any 
entity qualifying for tax exempt status under Section 
501 (c) (3) of the Internal Revenue Code of 1954, being 
26 U.S.C. No. 501 (c) (3) as incorporated by reference 
in Section 201 of the Michigan Income Tax Act of 1967. 

Act 281 of the Public Acts of 1967, being Section 206.201 
of the Compiled Laws of 1948; or 

3. An event held entirely within the confines of a 
permanently enclosed and covered structure. 

b. “Person” means any natural person, partnership, 
corporation, association or organization. 

c. “Sponsor” means any person who organizes, 
promotes, conducts, or causes to be conducted an outdoor 
assembly. 

d. “Attendant” means any person who obtains ad¬ 
mission to an outdoor assembly by the payment of money 
or by the rendering of services in lieu of the payment of 
money for admission. 

e. “Licensee” means any person to whom a license is 
issued pursuant to this ordnance. 

Section 3. A person shall not sponsor, operate, maintain, 
conduct or promote an outdoor assembly in the Township 
of Sumpter unless he shall have first made application for, 
and obtained, as hereinafter prescribed, a license for each 
such assembly. 

Section 4. Application for License. Application for a 
license to conduct an outdoor assembly must be made in 

< writing on such forms and in such manner as prescribed 
byThe'clerk of the Township of Sumpter and shall be made 
' at least 60 days prior to date of the proposed assembly. 
Each application shall be accompanied by a nonrefun- 
dable fee of $100.00 and shall include at least the 
following: 

a. The name, age, residence and mailing address of the 
person making the application. (Where the person making 
the application is a partnership, corporation or other 
association, this information shall be provided for all 
partners, officers and directors, or members. Where the 
person is a corporation, a copy of the articles of in¬ 
corporation shall be filed, and the names and addresses 
shall be provided of all shareholders having financial 
interest greater than $500.00). 

b. A statement of the kind, character, and type of 
proposed assembly. 

c. The address, legal description and proof of ownership 
of the site at which the proposed assembly is to be con¬ 
ducted. Where ownership is not vested in the prospective 
licensee, he shall submit an affidavit from the owner 
indicating his consent to the use of the site for the 
proposed assembly. 

d. The date or dates and hours during which the 
proposed assembly is to be conducted. 

e. An estimate of the maximum number of attendants 
expected at the assembly for each day it is conducted and 
a detailed explanation of the evidence of admission which 
will be used and of the sequential numbering or other 
method which will be used for accounting purposes. 

Section 5. Each application shall be accompanied by a 
detailed explanation, including drawings and diagrams 
where applicable, of the prospective licensee’s plans to 
provide for the following: 
a. Police and fire protection, 
b. Food and water supply and facilities, 
c. Health and sanitation facilities, 
d. Medical facilities and services including emergency 
vehicles and equipment, 
e. Vehicle access and parking facilities, 
f. Camping and trailer facilities, 
g. Illumination facilities, 
h. Communications facilities, 
i. Noise control and abatement, 
j. Facilities for clean up and waste disposal, 
k. Insurance and bonding arrangements. 

In addition, the application shall be accompanied by a 
map or maps of the overall site of the proposed assembly. 

Section 6. On receipt by the clerk, copies of the ap¬ 
plication shall be forwarded to the chief law enforcement 
and health officers for the Township of Sumpter the state 
fire marshall, and to such other appropriate public of¬ 
ficials as the clerk deems necessary. Such officers and 
officials shall review and investigate matters relevant to 
the application and within 20 days of receipt thereof shall 
report their findings and recommendations to the 
Township Board of the Township of Sumpter. 

Section 7. Within 30 days of the filing of the application, 
the Township Board of the Township of Sumpter, shall 
issue, set conditions pre-requisite to the issuance of, or 
deny, a license. The Township Board of the Township of 
Sumpter may require that adequate security or insurance 
be provided before a license is issued. Where conditions 
are imposed as prerequisite to the issuance of a license, or 
where a license is denied, within 5 days of such action, 
notice thereof must be mailed to the applicant by certified 
mail, and, in the case of denial, the reasons theiefbr shall 
be stated in the notice. 

Section 8. A license may be denied if: 

1. The applicant fails to comply with any or all 
r^uirements of this ordinance or with any or all con¬ 
ditions imposed pursuant hereto, or with any other ap¬ 
plicable provision of state or local law; or 
2. The applicant has knowingly made a false, 
misleading or fraudulent statement in the application or 
in any supporting document. 

Section 9. A license shall specify the name and address of 


the licensee, the kind and location of the assembly, the 
maximum number of attendants permissible, the 
duration of the license and any other conditions imposed 
pursuant to this ordinance. It shall be posted in a con¬ 
spicuous place upon the premises of the assembly, and 
shall not be transferred to any other person or location. 

Section 10. In processing an application the Township of 
Sumpter shall, at a minimum, require the following: 

a. Security Personnel. The licensee shall employ at his 
own expense such security personnel as are necessary 
and sufficient to provide for the adequate security and 
protection of the maximum number of attendants at the 
assembly and for the preservation of order and protection 
of property in and around the site of the assembly. No 
license ^all be issued unless the chief law 
enforcement officer for the Township of. 
Sumpter in cooperation with the Director of State Police is 
satisfied that such necessary and sufficient security 
personnel will be provided by the licensee for the duration 
of the assembly. 

b. Water facilities. The licensee shall provide potable 
water, sufficient in quantity and pressure to assure proper 
operation of all water using facilities under conditions of 
peak demand. Such water shall be supplied from a public 
water system, if available, and if not available, then from 
a source constructed located, and approved in accordance 
with Act 294, Public Acts of 1965, and the rules and 
regulations adopted pursuant thereto, and in accordance 
with any other applicable state or local law, or from a 
source and delivered and stored in a manner approved by 
the Township of Sumpter health officer. 

c. Restroom Facilities. The licensee shall provide 
separate enclosed flush-type water closets as defined in 
Act 266. Public Acts of 1929, and the rules and regulations 
adopted pursuant thereto and in accordance with any 
other applicable state or local law. If such flush-type 
facilities are not available, the Township of Sumpter 
health officer may permit the use of other facilities which 
are in compliance with Act 273, Public Acts of 1939, and 
the rules and regulations adopted pursuant thereto, and in 
accordance with any other applicable state or local law. 

The licensee shall provide lavatory and drinking water 
facilities constructed, installed, and maintained in ac¬ 
cordance with Act 266 of the Public Acts of 1929, and the 
rules and regulations adopted pursuant thereto, and in 
accordance with any other applicable state or local law. 
All lavatories shall be provided with hot and cold water 
and soap and paper towels. 

The number and type of facilities required shall be 
determined, on the basis of the number of attendants, in 
the following manner: 

Facilities Male Female 

Toilets 1:300 1:200 

Urinals 1 : 100 

Lavatories 1:200 1:200 

Drinking Fountains 1 : 500 

Taps or Faucets 1 : 500 

l^ere the assembly is to continue for more than 12 
hours, the licensee shall provide shower facilities, on the 
basis of the number of attendants, in the following 
manner:

Facilities * Male ^Female 

Shower Heads 1:100 1:100 

All facilities shall be installed, connected, and main¬ 
tained free from obstructions, leaks, and defects and shall 
at all times be in operable condition as determined by the 
Township of Sumpter health officer. 

d. Food Service. If food service is made available on the 
premises, it shall be delivered only through concessions 
licensed and operated in accordance with the provisions of 
Act 269, Public Acts of 1968, and the rules and regidations 
adopted pursuant thereto, and in accordance with any 
other applicable state or local law. 

If the assembly is distant from food service establish¬ 
ments open to the public, the licensee shall make such 
food services available on the premises as will adequately 
feed the attendants. 

e. Medical Facilities. If the assembly is not readily and 
quickly accessible to adequate existing medical facilities, 
the licensee shall be required to provide such facilities on 
the premises of the assembly. The kind, location, staff 
strength, medical and other supplies and equipment of 
such facilities shall be as prescribed by the Township of 
Sumpter health officer. 

f. Liquid Waste Disposal. The licensee shall provide for 
liquid waste disposal in accordance with all rules and 
regulations pertaining thereto established by the 
Township of Sumpter health officer. If such rules and 
regulations are not available or if they are inadequate, 
then liquid waste disposal shall be in accordance with the 
United States Public Health Service Publication No. 526, 
entitled, “Manual of Septic Tank Practice.” If liquid 
waste retention and disposal is dependent upon pumpers 
and haulers, they shall be licensed in accordance with Act 
243, Public Acts of 1951, and the rules and regulations 
adopted pursuant thereto, and in accordance with any 
other applicable state or local law, and, prior to issuance 
of any license, the licensee shall provide the Township of 
Sumpter health officer with a true copy of an executed 
agreement in force and effect with a licensed pumper or 
hauler, which agreement wifi assure proper, effective and 
frequent removal of liquid waste from the premises so as 
to neither create nor cause a nuisance or menace to the 
public health. 

g. Solid Waste Disposal. The licensee shall provide for 
solid waste storage on, and removal from the premises. 
Storage shall be in approved, covered, fly tight and rodent 
proof containers, provided in sufficient quantity to ac¬ 
commodate the number of attendants. Prior to issuance of 
any license, the licensee shall provide the Township of 
Sumpter health officer with a true copy of an executed 
agreement in force and effect with a licensed refuse 
collector, which agreement will assure proper, effective 
and frequent removal of solid waste from the premises so 
as to neither create nor cause a nuisance or menace to the 
public health. 

The licensee shall implement effective control 
measures to nynimize the presence of rodents, flies, 
roaches and other vermin on the premises. Poisonous 
materials, such as insecticides or rodenticides shall not be 
used in any way so as to contaminate food, equipment, or 
otherwise constitute a hazard to the public health. Solid 
waste containing food waste shall be stored so as to be 
inaccessible to vermin. The premises shall be kept in such 
condition as to prevent the harborage or feeding of ver¬ 
min. 

h. Public Bathing Beaches. The licensee shall provide or 
make available or accessible public bathing beaches only 
in accordance with Act 218, Public Acts of 1967, and the 
rules and regulations adopted pursuant thereto, and in 
accordance with any other applicable provision of state or 
local law. 

i. Public Swimming Pools. The licensee shall provide or 
make available public swimming pools only in ac¬ 
cordance with Act 230, Public Acts of 1966, and the rules 
and regulations adopted pursuant thereto, and in ac¬ 
cordance with any other applicable provision of state or 
local law. 

j. Access and Traffic Control. The licensee shall provide 
for ingress to and egress from the premises so as to insure 
the orderly flow of traffic onto and off of the premises. 
Access to the premises shall be from a highway or road 
which is a part of the county system of highways or which 


is a highway maintained by the State of Michigan. Traffic 
lanes and other space shall be provided, designated and 
kept open for access by ambulance, fire equipment, 
helicopter and other emergency vehicles. Prior to the 
issuance of a license, the Director of the Department of 
State Police and the Director of the Department of State 
Hi^ways must approve the licensee’s plan for access and 
traffic control. 

k. Parking. The licensee shall provide a parking area 
sufficient to accommodate all motor vehicles, but in no 
case sh^l he provide less than one automobile space for 
every four (4) attendants. 

l. Camping and Trailer Parking. A licensee who permits 
attendants to remain on the premises between the hours of 
2 a.m. and 6 a.m. shall provide for camping and trailer 
parking and facilities in accordance with Act 171, Public 
Acts of 1970, and the rules and regulations adopted pur¬ 
suant thereto, and in accordance with any other ap¬ 
plicable provision by state or local law. 

m. Illumination. The licensee shall provide electrical 
illumination of all occupied areas sufficient to insure the 
safety and comfort of all attendants. The licensee’s 
lifting plan shall be approved by the Township Building 
Inspector or other duly delegated officer. 

n. Insurance. Before the issuance of a license, the 
licensee shall obtain public liability insurance with limits 
of not less than $500,000 and property damage insurance 
with a limit of not less than $500,000,from a company or 
companies approved by the Commissioner of Insurance of 
the State of Michigan, which insurance shall insure 
liability for death or injury to persons or damage to 
property which may result from the conduct of the 
assembly or conduct incident thereto and wlqch in¬ 
surance shall remain in full force and effect in the 
specified amounts for the duration of the license. The 
evidence of insurance shall include an endorsement to the 
effect that the insurance company shall notify the clerk of 
the Township of Sumpter in writing at least 10 days before 
the expiration or cancellation of said insurance. 

c. Bonding. Before the issuance of license the licensee 
shall obtain, from a corporate bonding company 
authorized to do business in Michigan, a corporate surety 
bond in the amount of $10,000 each 200 attendants in a form 
to be approved by the Township of Sumpter attorney, 
conditioned upon the licensee’s faithful compliance with 
all of the terms and provisions of this ordinance and all 
applicable provisions of state or local law, and which shall 
indemnify the Township of Sumpter, its agents, officers, 
and employees and the Township Board of the Township 
of Sumpter against any and all loss, injury or damage 
whatever arising out of or in any way connected with the 
assembly and which shall indemnify the owners 
property adjoining the assembly site for any costs 
attributable to cleaning up and-or removing debris, trash, 
or other waste resultant from the assembly. 

p. Fire Protection. The licensee shall, at his own ex¬ 
pense, take adequate steps as determined by the state fire 
marshal, to insure fire protection. 

q. Excessive Noise. Sound producing equipment, in¬ 
cluding but not limited to, public address systems, radios, 
phonographs, musical instruments and other reccjrding 
devises, shall not be operated on the premises of the 
assembly so as to be unreasonably loud or raucous, or so 
as to be a nuisance or disturbance to the peace and 
tranquility of the citizens of the Township of Sumpter. 

r. Fencing. The licensee shall erect a fence completely 
enclosing the site of sufficient height and strength as ^11 
preclude f)ersons in excess of the maximum permissible 
attendants from gaining access and which will have 
sufficient gates properly located so as to provide ready 
and safe ingress and egress. 

s. Communications. The licensee shall provide public 
telephone equipment for general use on the basis of at 
least one unit for each 500 attendants. 

t. Miscellaneous. Prior to the issuance of a license, the 
Township Board of the Township of Sumpter may impose 
any other conditions reasonably calculated to protect the 
health, safety, welfare and property of attendants or of 
citizens of the Township of Sumpter. 

Section 11. Revocation. The Township Board of the 
Township of Sumpter may revoke a license whenever the 
licensee, his employee or agent fails, neglects or refuses 
to fully comply with any and all provisions and 
requirements set forth herein or with any and all 
provisions, regulations, ordinances, statutes, or other 
laws incorporated herein by reference. 

Section 12. Violations. It shall be unlawful for a licensee, 
his employee, or agent, to knowii^ly: 

a. Advertise, promote or sell tickets to, conduct, or 
operate an assembly without first obtaining a license as 
herein provided. 

b. (Conduct or operate an assembly in such a manner as 
to create a public or private nuisance. 

c. Conduct or permit, within the assembly, any obscene 
display, exhibition, show, play, entertainment or 
amusement. 

d. Permit any person on the premises to cause or create 
a disturbance in, around, or near the assembly by obscene 
or disorderly conduct. 

e. Permit any person to unlawfully consume, sell, or 
possess, intoxicating liquor while on the premises. 

f. Permit any person to unlawfully use, sell, or possess 
any narcotics, narcotic drugs, drugs or other substances 
as defined in Act 343, Public Acts of 1952. 

Any of the above enumerated violations is a separate 
offense, is a nuisance per se immediately enjoinable in the 
circuit courts, and is punishable by imprisonment in the 
county jail for not more than 90 days or by a fine of not 
more than $500.00 or both such fine and imprisonment. 

It is further provided that any of the above violations is 
a sufficient basis for revocation of the license and for the 
immediate enjoining in the circuit court of the assembly. 

Section 13. Severability. If any portion of this ordinance 
or the application thereof to any person or circumstances 
shall be found to be invalid by a court, such invalidity 
shall not affect the remaining portions or applications of 
this ordinance which can be given effect without the in¬ 
valid portion or application, provided such remaining 
portions are not determined by the court to be inoperable, 
and to this end this ordinance is declared to be severable. 

Section 14. Effective Date. All ordinances or parts of 
ordinances inconsistent herewith are hereby repealed. 
This ordinance is hereby declared to have been adopted 
by the Township Board of the Township of Sumpter at a 
meeting held on the 22nd date of June, 1971 and ordered to 
be published in the manner required by law and shall be 
effective 30 days after publication.

In our 4th of July celebration we ought to thank God our fore¬ 
fathers were so deeply religious. Some of them could have made 
a name for themselves in the pulpit as well as in affairs of state. 

For example, Washington wrote, "I am sure that there was 
never a people who had more reason to acknowledge a divine 
interposition in their affairs than those of the U.S.'* ... John 
Adams wrote, "I have been a church going animal for 76 years, 
from the cradle.'" ... Franklin wrote, "I believe in one God, 
Creator of the Universe" and it was he who moved, "That hence 
forth prayers imploring the assistance of Heaven be held in this 
Assembly every morning."

fatal shootout over a cardgame and the final showdown. 

Mostly Edwards is concerned with his two protagonists, 
William Holden as Ross Bodine, an aging cowboy whose 
dreams of a spread of his own in Mexico are becoming more 
remote with the passing years and peppery young Ryan 
O’Neal as Frank Post, who looks at Bodine and sees himself 
25 years hence and doesn’t like it. 

Post proposes a bank robbery, so one night Bodine forced 
the banker to unlock his safe while Post holds his wife ran¬ 
som. Post isn’t much of a desperado. When a cougar 
manages to kill the banker’s nursing dog, Post abandons his 
victim to take after the cat and, when the pair later flee with 
the money, Post shows Bodine his catch—one of the pups he 
stole. Before they can head for Mexico, they must first find 
milk for the pup. (Are you listening, Clint?) 

Edwards now aims his pair leisurely in the direction of 
Mexico, unaware that Karl Malden, their employer, furious 
that two of his hands would do such a thing, has sent his sons 
after them to bring them back. 

The trip south produces nothing more than trivial con¬ 
versations, revealing no great insights whatsoever, so in¬ 
formal as to verge on slice-of-life techniques, until they seek 
supplies in an outpost where Post is accused of cheating in a 
card game and gets wounded in the ensuing gunfight. 
Ultimately the wound becomes infected and he dies, after 
which Bodine meets up with the rancher’s sons and joins him. 
Cher’s sons and joins him. 

If “Wild Rover^” offers anything, it is two interesting 
portrayals by Holden and O’Neal. Holden is aging, rough 
hewn but a lively and engaging character while O’Neal has 
drifted about as far away from “Love Story” as you can get. 
Both are sentimentally drawn. 

“Wild Rovers” is close to two hours long. There isn’t nearly 
enough plot to last.

When Gordon Parks 
released “Learning Tree,” 
quickly followed by such as 
“Sweet Sweetback” and 
several others, the black era 
of film-making began in truth. 
Black critics have noted that 
the Sidney Poitier-syndronie 
merely cast black actors in 
white films and black 
concepts were stated in white 
terms. 

If freedom means license, 
as “Sweet Sweetback” 
suggests, than black film¬ 
makers must be free to go 
their own ways and, yes, make 
their own mistakes and even 
drown in their own crudities. 

But, as “Shaft” shows, it 
doesn’t take too long to learn. 
You can’t get much more 
black than “Shaft.” Its 
director is Parks. It’s 
financier is Sterling (“In the 
Heat of the Night”) Silliphant. 
Its composer is Isaac Hayes. 
Soul it may have but “Shaft” 


happens to be excellent 
entertainment in any man’s 
idiom. 

John Shaft is a private 
detective. As drawn by the 
handsome-ugly Richard 
Roundtree, stripped of his 
color. Shaft is vintage 
Humphrey Bogart. No 
nonsense. Shaft isn’t cowed by 
police lieutenants, gang lords, 
hoods, women or anything. He 
is a super-rugged individualist 
whose credentials are 
authentically drawn from 
Black Mask magazine in the 
best traditions of Hammett. 

Parks, so exquisitely lyrical 
in “Learning Tree”, 

demonstrates his versatility in 
“Shaft,” which is all muscle. 
There is a brief sensation 
during some shots of Harlem 
that few white directors could 
quite capture the depressing 
ugliness of New York’s worse 
blot, but there is little time for 
such reflective sensations. 

Shaft is hired by Harlem 
vice lord Moses Gunn to find 
the kidnappers of his college- 
age daughter. His 
investigations ultimately 
uncover the Mafia, displeased 
because Harlem vice has 
become so organized that 
black chiefs are making their 
own foreign purchases and 
squeezing the Mafia out. 

Shaft is caught between the 
pressures of a black militant 
organization whose guilt is 
cynically suggested by Gunn

Section 1. This Ordinance No. 56-77, as amended, en¬ 
titled “The City of Belleville Water Sewer Ordinance,” be 
and it is hereby further amended by changing Section 7.6 
and Section 8.4, which changed sections shall read as 
follows: 

Section 7.6 TAP CHARGE. For any tap or any 
enlargement or reduction in size of a previous tap, to be 
made by the City, a charge shall be made on the basis of 
the actual cost to the City, including the full cost of the 
meter and all materials. TTie Charge shall be payable in 
an amount estimated by the department before the permit 
required herein is issu^, with final settlement to be made 
before the water is turned into service of the customer. In 
addition, there shall be a permit fee in the amount of Ten 
($10.00) Dollars and an inspection fee in the amount of 
Fifteen ($15.00) Dollars, which sums shall be paid at the 
time application is made for any tap or any enlargement 
or reduction in size of a previous tap. The Owner of any 
property may arrange to have any tap or any 
enlargement or reduction in size of a previous tap made 
by a qualified contractor. The contractor employed by the 
owner for such work must be a licensed underground 
sewer and water contractor and at the time the contractor 
applies for the permit, he shall submit to the department 
evidence of such license and in addition evidence of 
having workmen’s compensation insurance covering his 
employees and public liability and property damage in¬ 
surance in an amount not less than $1(X),(X)0 for any per¬ 
son, $300,(X)0 for any one occurance and $50,(X)0 property 
damage, with such insurance being endorsed so that the 
City of Belleville is protected from any and all claims. The 
Contractor shall purchase from the City the meter, cor¬ 
poration cock, curb cock and box. In addition, the con¬ 
tractor shall pay a Ten($10.00) Dollar permit fee and a 
Fifteen ($15.(X)) Dollar inspection fee. Payment of all 
s»;moCl‘'eth 2 City must be paid prior to the time the 
permit is issued. 

Section 8.4 Tap Charge. For any sewer tap or any 
enlargement or reduction in size of a previous tap, to be 
made by the City, a charge shall be made on the basis of 
the actual cost to the City, including the full cost of the 
meter and all materials. TTie Charge shall be payable in 
an amount estimated by the Department before the 
permit required herein is issued, with final settlement to 
be made before use is permitted by the customer. In 
addition, there shall be a permit fee in the amount of Ten 
($10.00) Dollars and an Inspection Fee in the amount of 
Fifteen ($15.00) Dollars, which sums shall be paid at the 
time application is made for any sewer tap or any 
enlargement or reduction in size of a previous tap. 

The owner of any property may arrange to have any 
sewer tap or any enlargement or reduction in size of a 
previous tap made by a qualified contractor. The Con¬ 
tractor employed by the owner for such work must be a 
licensed underground sewer and water contractor and at 
the time the contractor applies for the permit, he shall 
submit to the department evidence of such license and in 
addition evidence of having workmen’s compensation 
insurance covering his employees and public liability and 
property damage insurance in an amount not less than 
$100,060 for any person, $300,000 for any one occurance and 
$50,000 property damage, with such insurance being 
endorsed so that the City of Belleville is protected from 
any and all claims. The contractor shall pay to the City a 
Ten ($10.00) Dollar permit fee and a Fifteen ($15.00) 
Dollar inspection fee. Payment of all sums due the City 
must be paid prior to the time the permit is issued. 

Section 2. REPEAL — All ordinances or parts of or¬ 
dinances in conflict herewith are hereby repealed only to 
the extent necessary to give this ordinance full force and 
effect. 

Section 3. This Ordinance shall become effective on the 
30th day of June, 1971.

With the Fourth of July just 
around the corner, it is well 
for everyone to remember 
that the possession, sale, 
storage and use of fireworks, 
as that term is generally 
understood, is illegal and 
prohibited by statute in 
Michigan, excepting only 
under certain limited 
conditions as provided by PA 
1968 No 358. 

Michigan Attorney General 
Frank J. Kelley, in explaining 
ihe law, reported the statute 
provides specifically that, 
without a permit, no person, 
firm, corporation or 
copartnership, shall offer for 
sale, expose for sale, sell al 
retail, keep with intent to sell 
al retail, possess, give, 
furnish export ,. use, explode 
or cause to explode, any blank 
cartridge, blank cartridge 
pistol, toy cannon, toy cane, or 
toy gun in which explosives 
are used, balloons propelled 
by fire underneath, 
firecrackers, torpedoes, 
skyrockets, roman candles, 
daygo bombs, or other similar 
fireworks. 

Included, also are any 
fireworks containing an 
explosive or inflammable 
compound or any I device or 
tablet commonly used and 
sold as fireworks and 
containing nitrates, chlorates, 
oxalates, or other modern 
explosives. 

No permit is required, 
however, for caps containing 
less than .25 of a grain of 
explosives per cap, in 
packages so labeled, toy 
pistols, toy cannons, toy canes 
and toy guns of a type 
approv^ by the director of 


the department of slate police, 
in which said caps are used 
and which are so constructed 
that the hand cannot come in 
contact with the cap when in 
place for explosion and which 
are not designed to break 
apart or be separated so as to 
form a missile by the 
explosion. 

Nor is a permit required for 
sparklers containing not more 
than .0125 pounds of burning 
portion per sparkler, flitter 
sparklers in paper lubes not 
exceeding Vs inch in diameter, 
toy snakes not' containing 
mercury but only if packed in 
boxes of no more than 12 
pieces each for retail sale with 
the manufacturers name and 
quantity in each box printed 
thereon. 

No permit is required for 
possession, sale or use T)f 
signal flares approved by the 
director of the department of 


slate police, or blank 
cartridges pistols, specifically 
for a show or theater or for the 
training of dogs, for signal 
purposes in athletic events or 
for use by military 
organizations, and all such 


items used by railroads, 
trucks or vehicles for 
emergency signal purposes. 

Tlie council or commission 
of any city or village, or a 
township board of any 
township may, upon written 


application, on forms 
provided by the director of the 
slate police, grant a permit to 
use fireworks, in their 
jurisdiction, for display by 
organizations or groups of 
individuals.

“Belleville residents were 
making about 20,000 calls a 
day in 1961, he continued, and 
today that number is about 
35,000. 

“Through the Sixties, people 
were calling more—and 
talking longer—than ever 
before. To keep up , we hired 
more people each year and we 
paid them more. 

“Today we employ 20 people 
in the Belleville area, with a 
payroll of $200,000 a year.**

This March we 
asked the Commission to 
grant us $20 million as soon as 
possible to bring our rate of 
return to the 7.95 percent 
level. 

“But, frankly, we felt that, 
to be competitive for 
investors’ dollars that would 
help build service, we had to 
do better than 7.95 . So, on top 
of the $20 million, we asked for 
$40 million more, to bring our 
rate of return to a more 
realistic 9.3 percent. This, we 
feel, would enable us to get 
going again with the 
improvements in service 
which the people of Michigan 
deserve.”

“Our engineers call this 
‘wheel-spinning,,’ because 
we’rj not moving ahead 
with improvements on the 
good service we have. We’re 
just maintaining present 
levels of service.” 

Smith said that only ^ 
million of the $585 million 
planned for 1971 and 19>72 
construction will go for 
service improvements. 

“In fact, we have been 
forced to cut $60 million of 
desirable improvements from 
our plans for those two 
years,” he said. Among the 
deferred projects, said Smith, 
are a $50 million five-year 
program to improve rural 
service from eight parties on a 
line to no more than four; 
plans to improve long distance 
network centers; construction 
of new company garages and 
work centers, and introcution 
of Picture-Phone and Dial- 
Tone First. 

Smith traced Michigan 
Bell’s earnings picture over 
the past decade, citing six 
reductions in intrastate rates 
during a period when prices of 
most other goods and services 
were soaring. 

“While our-costs were 
steadily going up, our 
profibility was steadily going 
down,” he said. “Earnings per 
share have fallen for five 
straight years.” 

Smith talked about the 
company’s 1968 rate case and 
the latest one now pending.

Huron-Clinton parks 
ready for weekend 


All nine parks of the Huron- 
Clinlon Metropolitan 
Authority are in readiness for 
the Fourth of July week-end 
extending from Saturday, 
July 3 through Monday, July 5. 

These parks offer a wide 
variety of recreation within 
the counties of Macomb, 
Oakland. Livingston, 
Washtenaw and Wayne. Here 
is a summary of events and 
facilities at the authority’s 
local parks: 

Lower Huron Metropolitan 
Park near Belleville: 

This scenic 1,0(X) acre site is 
located along the Huron River 
and has several large picnic 
areas, shelters and play 
equipment. Swimming hours 
at the pool are 9 a.m. to dusk 
daily and food service opens at 
10 a.m. and closes at dusk. 

The bathhouse has heated 
showers, dressing rooms and 
coin-operated lockers for 
clothes checking. Other park 
facilities include the 18-hold 
“Par 3” golf course, a small 
nature center and nature 
trails which are labelled for 
self-guided hikes. 

There is special play 
equipment tor youngsters 
from 2 to 6 at the Tot Lot, 
which is popular with young 
and old alike. Park hours are 
sunrise to 11 p.m. 

Entrance to the park is on 
Hannan Road via the 
Haggerty Road Interchange, 
along the 1-94 Freeway 
between Detroit Metrpolitan 
Airport and Belleville. The 
park phone is 697-9181. 

Kensington Metropolitan 
Park near Milford: 

This 4,390 acre site is one of 
the largest and most popular 
parks in southeastern 
Michigan. Swimming 
facilities include two bathing 
beaches along Kent Lake, 
each with dressing rooms, 
showers, first aid stations, 
food service and coin-operated 
lockers. 

There are 13 large picnic 
areas in the park, many with 
shelters and playground 
equipment. Several miles of 
roadway provide a scenic 
drive and there is a boat rental 
building, two boat launching 
ramps, pier fishing, golf 
course, nature trails and a 
nature center.
